Pa., gave
himself np to Sheriff Williams to-da- y as
the murderer or Richard Vincent, a tramp
telegraph operator, or Newark, N.J. He
made a full confession. Vincent was kill-
ed here December 31st in a pottery kiln
while asleep. McClure declare he had
searched for Vincent for three years, fol-
lowing him from place to place to kill him.
In lS'.O Vincent assaulted him in Roches-
ter, Pa., and he swore vengeance. Brood-

Vincent was also known as
Spencer and Provery. He came of a re
spectable family. Cornelius Carroll, a
tramp, who heard McCue tell Vincent he
had not long to live. Is under arrest as a
witness.
